This year some €.000 
people have died in their homes 
— victims of fire and smoke,

^ damaged nearly $1 billion worth 
of homes -and-fuFnlihings, - 

The bulk of deaths and dollar 
damage, according to Richard- 
. Bright, fire expert, at the 
National Bureau of Siandards, 
"c^uld .'have been prevented if 
the victims' homes had beent. 
protected by an early warning 
smoke-detection system.''--

. electrical'-wirlng.

The photoelectric detector 
seems to pick up long- 
smoldering fires (such as 
cigarette butts on carpets or 
cushions ) somewhat fastsr than 
the ion detector 

Actually, either type of 
Tetector give the average 
homeowner pr apartment 
dweller more than adequate 
protection. 

According to government fire 
expert Bright, the only kind of 
detection device that really isn't 



sMitsdJor home usf is th^ kind 
that's activated by heat Smoke 
usually gives a quicker warning 
than heat. 

To be most effective, smoke 
detectors' should be Instialled on 
or near the. celling in strategic 
spots where smoke is most 
likely to pass. "You should 
install a detector," says Bright, 
"some place, between your 
Uvif)g-rooitt-and-bedroona areas 
for minimum protection." 
-An apartment, mobile home 
or one-floor house. Bright 
advises, should have detectors 
in the hall as near the bedrooms 
ja-pebsifale. A two-floor house 
should have a detector at the 
head of the stairs to Inflrcept' 
smoke_ before it gets to the 
BfsdrooiTM'."" 

If you. have a basement, it's 
wise to put a second detector 
near the head of the basement 
stairs. Vow local fire 
dfipart inen^ sho uld be able to - 
help "select the best locations.

and managements of maHy of 
the free world's bigg««t compa- 
nies are trying to find ways to 
cope with it. 

In a nutshell, it's a trlde-scale 
revolt against prosperity, 
against well-paid biit boring, 
dead-end join and even against 
thfe "work ethic" that has 
dominated areas of the civilized 
world for thousands of years. 

To management, the revolt 
poses serious, even cHfical 
problems. U good wages and 
short bours won't motivate 
people to work hard and do a 



^ood Job, what ;will? . 

^0 promising answer yet has 
been found. Companies continue 
to experience huge losses 
because oif absenteeism, higb 
turnover, worker indifference, 
some outri^t sabotage and 
strikes that are called for 
reasons thAt- would have been 
incomprehensible ''to business 
men or even to workers and 
union leaders only a few years 
ago. ^ 

At Lordstown, for' example, . 
GM workers brought up. 169 
assorted grievances and de- 



mands. Some obviously were 
pure whimsy Uke the demand 
that the company give every 
employe a 2S-pound "female" 
tiirkey at Christmas. Other 
demands, oral rather than 
formal, were more revealing. 
Young workers said they 
couldn't understand how the 
; foreman shO!Uld have the right 
to ask them why if they wanted 
a day off. 

Absenteeism at Lordstown 
had* soared to around 13 per 
cent and foremen trying to 
maintain continuity were frus- 



trated. But the workers were, 
more frustrated. One reaction 
of GM management was that 
. assemBy line Jobs were boring 
because they were too slow. 
Work norms were speeded up. 
That aggravated the rebellious 
attitude of the workers. 

The same phenomenon has 
been Jtioted in m^ny plants in - 
the United States and Europe. 
What it is a revolt by workers 
against past values seems 
clear. When he launched the 
mass production assembly line 
with the then fabulous wage of 



a day, tbe lato Henry Ford 
said that what the American 
worker wanted above all was 
"a Job that doesn't require bim 
to think." That seems to be 
exactly what today's young 
workers do not want. - 

Even that idea, is far from 
the whole story. Lester Kom, 
Los Angeles management con- 
sultant, told the United Press 
Intemdtional a revealing story. 
On a recent trip to New Yoi'k

his late 20s who was a graduate
